There was no vacant place in the semi- 
circle when the School Board met, last 
ereniog, with Chuirman Haywanl prcsiiliun, 
iu response to a special call. 

liefnre proceeding to the business on the 
list, it became necessary to secure a secret- 
ary, and Mr. B. Williams was elected to 
the position pro tern. His first offiulal duty 
was to read the couimission appointing Mr. 
W. McKay to (ill the seat upon the Board 
rendered vacant by the retirement of Mr. 
.John Jessop. Mr. McKay was llien intro- 
duced, and took bis place an.ong the trus- 
tees. 

The first communication dealt with bore 
the signature of the Superintendent of 
Kducalion, and read as below :

DfaI{ Piu,— I have the honor to ocknnwledgo 
receipt of yours of llie Itirh inul., in which it is 
stated " that at a inoeUng of the Victoria City 
School Trustees, held on the 13th insl., a com- 
plaint was received that three boys belonging 
to the Second Division of the Hoys' S hooi. 
named Christie, Bnglehardt and Ooddard had 
played truant for eleven consecutive days, that 
no notice had been taken of (tlio m.tltor) by tho 
teachei-, either during thotr absenco or after 
their leturii to bcIkioI, iinrt tlmt generally there 
wan no proper discipline in inlnlnod in that 
clas^." 

On receipt of yoiirconimuir cat ion, a I l)orough 
investigation was instituted bj tiiis depart- 
ment, and as a result, lam in a position tostalo 
as follows:— 

1. That Xlaslor Christie was enrolled as a 
pupil of tho Seeoud Division on .September lUtli. 
since which time he has been absent two days, 
on account of illoesr, his mother reporting the 
facts to the teacher, ' 

2. That Master KnglehnnU was enrolled on 
Seoternbor lOth, and lias not lulssed a dny since 
that date. 

H. That, blaster Cioddard has not hdbn en- 
rolled as a pupil of tlie school durint^ the prcs- 
cut term. 

In regard to the discipline of the Second 
Division of the lioys' S. hool, I have been as- 
sured that the order maintained in this Division 
Is cood, and that the discipline observed is 
commendable. 

Itoferrlng to tho resolution of the Board (ac- 
companying Tour letter), in which it is stated 
that " eonsioerable truancy exists in the 
sehools," I Hud that there wore eight coses of 
truanc during September, ard that, from the 
reports of ths principals, there have been nine 
cases tluis far during tho present mouth, and 
those confined to one school. The principal of 
this school has been instructed to adopt more 
stringent meiiHurea for tho prevention of tru- 
ancy. 

I would add that, during the present month, 
three boys of one of the Ward Schools were 
each absont one hour without the teacher's 
permission.

TniTSTHK .McCoSKAN — We begao about 
four months ago to try and got bold of 
things we have no right to — with which we 
are, by the laws governing us, not allowed 
to interfere. Tiiis hitving been our course, 
we are now asked to write the Minister of 
Education in just about as discourteous a 
way as could possibly be imagined. Tho 
lioatd should support the original motion, 
I<)ither the evidedce should ha given as 
asked, or the matter should be dropped. 
We will only cause more trouble for our* 
selves and all interested in the schools if we 
take Huch action as that suggested in the 
anicndincnt. Of late, matters have been 
brought here, cut and dried beforehand, in 
caucus; and brought to the Board only for 
ratification, lie regretted that a few of the 
Trustees, finding themselves in a major- 
ity, had of late been making a practice of 
determining Board matters among iheui- 
selvesand tnen pressing their wishes llirough 
against the arguiueut and will of their 
associates. Surely tliis was not tlie way 
to advance the interests of education. 
.Since the iiresent Boaril liiid come into ex- 
istence tliey had not devoted two solid 
hours to the business which they were ap- 
pointed to manage. It was an unpleasunt 
thing to he forced to confess ; but it wasthe 
trutli. 

The Cliairmun, coining back to the (pies- 
tion under consideration, said that at the 
commencement of oliice the Hoard liad 
taken u great deal of trouble to secure evi- 
dence upon the subject touched on in the 
co:innuiiication. Tlie witnesses had lieen 
carefully ex-iniined, and it was upon their 
stateineuto that the trustees had been urg- 
ing the governiiieut to take ac- 
tion. Now those very alateuients 
were asked for in order that action might 
be taken. Wmild il lie proper to refuse 
the evidence, or should it be at once trans- 
mitted In :hc council of public instruction 

Ti'.i'STi-:i; Mi:LAriiiii.iN- suggested tlmt 
the council of public instruction might be 
able to get fuller or more complete state- 
ments from the witnesses if they examined 
them themselves. 

The CiiAiii.MA.N — I don't like either reso- 
lution ; we intimateJ that we were in 
possession of uniinpeaoliable evidence, and 
now fail to produce it. 

The vote on the amendment being called, 
trustees Richards, Morrow and McLaughlin 
were recorded among the ayes, while 
trustees McKay, Saunders and McConnan 
said nay. The casting vo(e was given for 
the amendment. 

SECIIKTARY EBSKINB RESKiNS. 

Troni Mr. R. Erskine, late secretary, the 
following letter was next received and read :

I have been accusloni'^d for years past, to see 
the business of the tru-itoes conducted in a 
husiueas-like way, through the proper olllcial 
channels, but it seems -that a number of the 

fircseni Hoard are disposed to conduct thciif- 
ai 8 of Ih ! scliooba in a manner which, to my 
mind, can only end in disorganizition and 
ruin. 1 feel, therefore, that I cannot act any 
longer ns your secretary with credit or aal is- 
faction to myself, and must beg for the accept- 
ance of my resignation.

TursTEE McI.Ai iilll.iN thought that Mr. 
Erskine went « little too fur in the conclud- 
ing paragraphs of his letter. How was he 
aware tlmt the tiiistee referred to had made 
use of the language imputed to him ': That 
gentli-iiian (Mr. .fcssop) was not present, so 
he wouhl .Tiiy for him, that lie liad denied 
llatly having niiide the statements cnncern- 
iiig Mr. Krskiue, which he was reported to 
have made. 

Tlil'.'^TKE RicilAItlis, in the absence of Mr. 
Jessop, Buid he wusiu u position to state, on 
the authority of Mr. <lessop himself, that the 
statements published in tho Colonist of 
October 'Mst and credited to hint, were never 
uttered and were absolutely untrue. *' For 
myself," coutioued Aid. Richards, I am in 
the same position as Mr. Jea.sop. I did nut 
inike use of tlic language put in my nmulh, 
nor suggest the statements given as mine in 
tho paper referred to." 

Trdstke McCo.v.san could see nothing to 
do ill the uuittcr before the Board but to 
accrjit the resignation of Mr, Erskine, who, 
so f,u- as he was aware, had always proved 
himself a pain'-taUing, faithful and efiicient 
secretary. He moved, accoi-diiigly , the 
resoliit ion cnnvcying the rc;^rcl of the 
Hoard at losing the assistance of Mr. 
ICrskiiie, while accepting his ri-sigiiution. 

'I'ltt^sTKK .SAi;.M)Kits seciMuleii the resolu- 
tion, wliicli ])aBsed without opposition, a 
sub8i(|ucnt motion authorizing the payment 
of SHid lo the late secretary in recognition 
of his .--crvices. 

Titti.sTKi; MrLAfciii.is asked that the 
copy of the letter addressed by the Sccre- 
taiy to the Principal of the Pxiys' 8cliool, 
by til.; rcijiiest of the cliairiiiuii, be rea<l. 
The n ijucst wiis coiiiplicd with, the letter 
was read, and on uiotiou tabled. 

Henry Goward's letter, offering his ser- 
vices as secretary to the board, was also 
shelved. 

Twci memo's of expense, one a bill for 
coal ilelivered at the ("entral School, the 
other an announcement that the premiuru 
on an insurance p dicy had cxpiicd, were 
read in due form, aud tho motion was made 
by Tki stke Hichakd.s to refer them to tlie 
Finance committee, with power to act. 

Tiil'.STKE Mc'CoN.N'AN Said tliut lie pre- 
ferred to see the accounts examined uud 
passed by the whole board, and introduced 
un umendmeut having this object in view. 

The Chaibman called for "ayes" and 
"nays" on the motion, and no "ayes" res- 
ponded. Tho "nuys" were heard and the 
Chairman accordingly declared the motion, 
referring the accounts to Committee, lost.

And whereas the chairman of thia Board, in 
both instances, arrogated to himself tho powers 
of the whole Board ; 

Be it therefore resolved that this Board has 
not that confldonce in the chair which tho best 
inlorests of education demand. 

The Chairman— I understand that that 
resolution has been considered in caucus for 
a week or so. 1 am prepared to defend my 
actions here or elsewhere, at any time. 

Titti.sTHK McCo.'-NA.v — I suppose this 
docunient is the eireet of caucus work, of 
which we have heard so much recently. I 
move that the reaolution lie on the table till 
the next regular meeting. It is too elabor- 
ate a ilocument to discuss off-hand. 

Tlie Chaii!Ma.\ agreed that this would 
be advisable, nnd e^cplained his 
course in coiineclion with the leiter 
adilressed to Principal Nelherby by 
the lute secretary. Said he, " If we ap- 
prove of securing changes in the .School Act, 
we certainly are going tlie wrong way 
about it — by breaking the law giving us 
the little uutliority we now possess. When 
uotitication wua received tiiat by carrying 
out oiir resolution we would be breaking 
the law, I did reiiueat the secretary to 
write Mr. Xetlierliy >«;/;/( s/iii;/ tliat il would 
be well to hold the matter in abeyance until 
the wishes of the Board could be made 
known. 1 considered that was the only 
right and proper course to pursue, and I am 
pi epaiedtn (lefeud niy course, before you, 
the City Council, or the ratepayer?. You 
can proceed now, or defer the matter until 
the regular meeting, as you wish. 

The motion to take the latter course re- 
sulting in another liie — three to three — the 
chairman gave his vote for the adjourn- 
ment.

H. M. S. Champion Betnrus From Chili 
Witli Full News of the Kevo- 
Intion. 



Terrible Scenes At The Fall of Yal- 
paraiso.— Horrible Details 
of the Civil War. 



H.M.S. Champion, which has been absent- 
from North Pacific waters for over a year, 
reached Esipiinialt yesterday. She cnme-' 
up under sail the greater portion of the way 
from Acapulco, nnd, from the time she- 
left here until she returned, all went well. 
But the exciting scenes the vessel has passeul 
through, and the many deeds of "derring- 
do," liloodshed and riot.thttt her oflicors vca& 
crew have witnessed, are llirilling and in- 
teresting to hear of. Tlii Champion bears 
the distinction of being the only foreign wur 
vessel that was in Chili at the beginning oi 
the revolution, and saw also the concludin).^ 
acts of tliat destructive drama. A repic- 
sentative of the (loi.o.NlST wus in conversik- 
tion Willi several oHicers on board the sbijt- 
last niglit, and the siilistance of their narra- 
tive is given below: — 

The world has been pretty thorouglily sup- 
plied liy the New Ydrk Herald with every 
detail of miioh importance concerning l\-nr 
revolution, anil of course all we can give- 
you that will not bear the imprint of stale- 
news is composed of minor matters unci 
technical details. Many of these, how- 
ever, are extremely interesting. Do yoia 
know that the Chilians are the most super- 
atilious people on earth? Well, they aro, 
and you may not believe it when wo tell 
you I'-iit every important engagement- 
iougbl in which liic CongrcsaioiuiliatH took: 
the initiative wa.s intentionally cntereA 
into on the seventh day of a mouth, or 
a date containing a multiple of. 
seven. The battle of Pozo EJ, 
Monte was fought on the 7th of May„. 
The taking of lquir{iii occurred on the 14tb 
of June, the battle of Concon was fought 011:1. 
the '2l8t of August, aud the final and -'deci- 
sive battle of PlaciUa on the 28th AugusU. 
General Canto told us hiinself, after the- 
war was over, that he had won every one of; 
his eleven victories thnngh thia supersti- 
tion, and be actually delayed entering into - 
the battle of Concon on the 20th August, . 
though all was ready rnitbat day, but wait-- 
ed till the 2l8t because of this superstition. 

The Congressionalists, from the start ol ' 
the war, were fired with enthusiasm for 
their cause. They were drilled to perfec- 
tion, aud trained night and day in the ^x^e.■ 
of their arms. Canto is a brave general. 
Montt a magniticeut specimen of plucky,, 
fearless manhood, butthe man of allotliermen. 
with whose name Chili rings to-day is 
Colonel Korner. He was tho leading spirit 
of the war, and il was his brilliant planning: 
and bold, (juick mind lhat placed the ('on- 
gresaionalista where they are to - day^ 
Chilians, oxcitablfi people as they are, look 
on him as tlieir saviour, and have already 
heaped niinierouB honors on him. The day 
after the lust battle, when the victorious 
troo[)S marched into Valparaiso and sub- 
sequently entered Santiago, we hud the 
honor of receiving Montt, Ivornci-,. 
and Canto, as well as several notables, 
among the Congressionalists, and they were- 
like children. Canto especially wa.s wild 
with joy, and we could see that if ever a. 
good cause had triumphed in this world 
owing to the sincerity and determination of 
its devotees, this Chilian Congressional, 
cause was that one. Montt, on the day of 
tho last battle, came aboard and told our- 
commander that we could go ashore and take 
whatever steps we thought fit for the 
preservation of the life and property of 
Englishmen there. So we sent off a strong 
detachment of marines and bluejackets, auS 
they climbed the heights where the foreign, 
residents live, and formed a strong cordon> 
about the place. None of us will ever for- 
get that night after the battle of PlacUla. 
Looking down from the lieiifhts ontothe- 
plains below, we oould see eleven enorniona. 
tires burning, and by their &t- 
ful light thousands of ni n were- 
disceruable, firing indiscriniinatcly atr 
one another, looting houses, robbing dead 
bodies, and searching the field for aiiimuni- 
tioii : while above all rose the cries of the 
woumU^d, niiiigled with the const. int rattle 
of musketry and roar of larger gnus. This 
was kept up from sundown lo sunrise, ami 
was terrible to listen lo. 'I'liousands of 
baiiditi i and roughs had Bei/.id rifles unci 
swords, and we saw men shot down right 
and left, their bodi- .s afterwards 
atripiH'd of everything of value, and tin; 
robliers of the dead, into.\icateil with blood 
and liipior, making the night hideous with 
demoniacid shrieks and erics. Of course, 
wc could do iioiliing but stand on tho- 
deleiice. Our Bhi]) was two miles away, 
and several l imes the mob came dangerously 
close to our men, who ucre at fever boat, 
and only needed a nod to be up and at 
them. Hut luckily there was no uouilict. 

Kveryboily who ' kuows anything' 
of tne subject, and we savi>' 
the whole inanceuvro, is V«I^ 
bitter againal the U.S.S. lialtiniorc for hot 
action in making herself a spy un the Con- 
gi'essionalists. They landed at Quintoroa. 
from their ships and marched up to Concon.. 
At the time we were lying alongside the 
Btltimore in Valparaiso harbor. The:- 
American sliip steamed round the poiat to< 
Qiiinturos, watched the whole of tho land-- 
ing of troops and then deliberately turned 
back and niaile for the government wharf 
in Valparaiso. 'I'hey were at once boarded 
by the govei ument ollioialR, and that even- 
ing ihc jiapeta came out with flaming 
headlines, atating that owing to the kind- 
ness of the American ollicei.s tile Covcrn- 
ment were in possession of tlie fact that the 
revolutionists were marching 011 Concon.

The theory of the late Dr. CroU, upo» 
which mainly this conclusion lias liocii 
rcai'licd by frcolo^'-ist.s, is, luiwevtT, far 
fi'iiiii iiiipi-cf^'-nalilc, saj's a writer in tlu- 
Xew Vorli Ilcrahl. lie assuines that in 
the remote past our winters happened 
when the earth was in the aphelion oC 
its orl)it, and hence over eight luillioii. 
miles further from the sim than it now 
is in winter. Prom this assumption lie- 
n-asons that our summers wouhl be 
I'dolcr ami shorter and winters euldci- 
aiul loiif^cr, that snow would aceiniin- 
late iMiornionsly on the continents aiut 
that the e<iuatorial and gulf stivams of 
the Atlantic and Pacific would be- 
stojiped or tlirown off into the southernL 
hi'iiiis()here. 

Xo wonder geologists who liad in 
vain spun iiunierous theories and liiuJ 
long been groping hopelessly in tlie lUirk 
for some e.xplaiiation ot the ice age^ 
eluti lied at Dr. (Jroll's fascinating hy— 
Ijotliesis. lJut it is a rather lame expe- , 
dient. Under the conditions asstunedl 
by Dr. Croll — the sun's direct heat be- 
ing in winti'r one-(iftli less than it now 
is — evaporation from the ocean and 
minor water surfaci'S of the globe 
would be sii scanty and the atinospherer 
eoiisci|Uc'iill y sci di-y that preciliit ation!- 
would be very light. Careful analysis:, 
of rainfall data shows that in our epoch, 
more than one-half of the earth's land 
nias.scs receives only about fifteen or- 
twi'iity inches of rain annually, the 
rest averaging from twi!nty-live to fifty, 
and si.\- jier cent, getting about seventy- 
five inches. Were all the land of the ^ 
northern licmisplicro to receive fifty 
inches of rain, or its equivalent, foriy- i,^ 
two feet of snow, in a year, this deposit. ,' 
would not account for all the known ; 
phenomena of glaciation. But. on Dr. ' 
t'roll's theory, the annual precipitation 
ill the glacial epoch could scarcely have 
averaged eighty percent, of the present 
quantity. If, as he supposes, the warm, 
gulf streams were shunted off from our- 
hemisphere into the regions south of" 
the equator they would ultimately re- 
turn under the forces of gravitation. ; 

\Ve may, therefore, withimt hesita- 
tion, conclude that there is nothing- 
whatever in thi.s theory of the glacial 
epoch which affords the barest proba- .. 
bility of any serious climatic changft on -.' f^ 
the northern continents, much less any' ' 
change that would produce an ice sheet 
The diseu.ssion, however, will not be 
useless if it leads geologists to look fur- 
ther for some satisfactory explanation . 
of the glacial epoch.

ABOUT P no MO TIONS. 

[H. We gather from the expressions used by 
'some of the School Trustees lately inter- 

' viewed, that there exists among thcin, and 
perhaps among the teachers, a misappre- 
hension as to what couatitutes "promotion" 
ill tho ("eiitral .School. There aconis to bo 
u notion that tho teachers who are em- 
ployed in instruotiDg the children in what 
ju:e called tlie lower grades do not and 

,i^^«hbuld not rank SO high as teachers em- 

e'-^ployed in instructing the more advanced 
pupils. This, in our opinion, is a mi.staken 
notion. As it rei|uire3 as luucli laUuit and 
much akill to teach the little children 
well as it doea the children who ere 
some years older, we cannot see what 
■ix; iBon tliei e is in supposing that a teacher, 
who is t;ikeii from auy the eighth ilivisicn 
<if the school, aud pl iced in tlie fourth, ia 
proiiiotcd. On llie contrary, we cm easily 
uuderatund how, in a wuil-regulaled schcol, 
such a change would be' really and truly 
the reverse of a promotion. It ret|uires 
peculiar gifts, both of mind and diaposition, 
to teach thu youngest pupils. A teacher 
un.iy be plocod in the lowest grade who doea 



not piM.sess llie.se special endowments, He 
or she may have metre than ordinary abilitjr, 
nod iniiy have passed an excellent examina- 
tion, but on trial alio shows that she (we 
prefer " she " ) is unfitted for the poaition. 
She may, however, be able to teach older 
children after they liiive been hrokoii in, so 
to speak, very well. When this teacher ia 
taken from the lower grade, which she ia not 
qualified to teach properly, and placecl in a 
higher one, so culled, il is oeriaiiily improper 
to call the change a " promotion." 

On the oilier luuul, if the teacher of a 
higher gruile shows that she pn.saessos the 
<iualidcaticns u'jcosaary to success in the 
lower grade, and is placed in the position 
for which she ia specially fitted, the change 
is not in any respect a deuradation. It ia 
really a priniiotion, aud should, in iiuuiy 
cases, be accompanied hy an increase of 
salary. 

The old-fualiioued notion that any one can 
teach little children is not only a mistaken 
one, but a mischievous ono. Tho beginning 
of a child's education is rcilly ihe most im- 
portant part of it, and the \ixr\. which re- 
quires to tic llio most .skilfully eoudiieted. 
This i.s reeOHiiizcd now aiiKUiL; eIlli^'htelU'd 
educationists, and the public are beginning 
to get a glimpse of ils tiuth. The teachers 
of kinilcrgnrtens arc not less uccoinplished, 
and do not rank lower, than the teachers of 
the cotunion schools, even those of high 
grades. Aii'l it is quite right that they 
should occupy a hiyh im.iiiion, even th.iiugli 
it is their duly lo teacli the very yoiuigeat 
children who attend school. They receive 
a special training for their work, and they 
require it, and so do all women to whom the 
education of young children is eutnisted. 
Where it is not possililc to get lliis training, 
special capability should be sought 
for and rccogniiied. The teacher 
of the infant class should rank as high and 
be as well paid as any teacher of her class 
in the profession. And teachers of u high 
class, in a scholastic point of view, if 
they have shown a speeiiil talent for the 
work, shouM be seleoted to dn it, ami they 
should lose nothiug in either rank, or rc- 
niuncration, because they are employed in 
laying tho foundation of the educational 
atructure. The teacher of the toddleia 
should be an expert, lixperts are nol easily 
obtained, aud they should be well paid 
when they are secured. 

THE FAMINE IX HUSSIA. 

The newspapers have of late been Slled 
with accounts of the famine in Russia, ^^'c 
are told that millions in that country are 
now starving, thut the scarcity of food is 
causing the greatest sutl'e.ing, that the 
people are using the most innutritions and 
unwhoUsome substancea aa substitutos for 
bread, and thai, in spite of what men of all 
classes are doing to relieve the di.slreas, 
lartja numbers are daily dying of starvation 
and of diseases brought on and aggravateil 
by stiirvatioii. There ia little or nothing 
said about the area over which tliia scarcity 
and suffering exist. The general impres- 
sion is that there is famine in the whole of 
Russia, but that the sutlering is greater in 
aomo parts of the country than in others. 

A coric.spoiideiil of the Noi t h- Aiiiorii;an 
Iteview, who has just come from Ilussia, 
asserts that tlie sullering from want of food 
in that country is greatly exacgerateiL He 
say.- :— 

" There are more tlmn two million ."i|Uii.ro 
miles of territory in ]''.urupi.:in liusbia in- 
habited I'y more lhau ninety millions of 
loyal subjects of llie C/ar. Out 'if this en- 
oniious area the croiia of \S',t\ are bad in 
live '//./<(. /.V or pnn iiiees, to my kiiowlcd.'e, 
comprising Ic.i.s than HO, (MM) si|uare miles, 
aud iiihaiiited hy about (■iglit millions of 
p •oph.'.

The Americana are not all blind to the 
true cause of tho hatred of the United 
States aud everything American, exhibited 
by tho people of Chili, since the conclusion 
of their civil war. They saw that while it 
was going on the Americans, for son.e 
rmiaon or other, did not sympathise with 
tliein in their struggle against the man, who 
was trying to deprive them of their conali- 
liilional freedom. They saw that the 
Representative of tho United States had 
become an open partisan of the Dictator, 
and they believed that the warships of the 
Oreat Republic were doing what they could 
to give aid and comfort lo their arch-enemy 
Halm.ceda. The Americaii.s ought lo 
3) miialliise with the Chilians, for they 
know how they felt when they saw people 
whom they believed to be their friends, and 
who ought to be their friends, sympathising 
with the S'juthernors and giving them 
material help when they were straining 
every nerve lo ])reservo the Union. 8o 
strong was their feeling of indignation and 
r,.'senlmeut that after the lapse of more 
than a. quarter of a century 
they have not quite forgiven those 
who cheered the Southerners when 
they were suceessfal, and .showed that they 
were grieved and disappointed when in the 
enil the Xortheruora were victorious. There 
appears to be u good deal of human nature 
about the Chilians, and it is reasonable to 
suppose that they feel now towards those wlio 
lo.iked coldly upon them in their day of 
need and placed impediiiuuits in their way, 
vciy much as the Americans did w hen their 
cruel war was over, toward some Engtiah- 
meii and Canadians who were loud in their 
expressions of sympathy for tlie South.

When thej' cool oil", 
tliey will make reparation for the murdered

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A TRAGEDY OF FUSIYAMA. 



Terrible Pate of a Party of Tonrists 
on the Sacred Mountain of 
Japan. 



A Grave In Everlasting Snow— Ar- 
I i rival of the Sussex From Asiatic 
Ports. 



At 2 o'clock, yeaterduy morning, the Sa. 
Sussex readied the Outer wharf from China 
and Japan, with 70 Chinese and Japanese 
passengers, and 1,400 tons of fpcigh^, 220 
tons of which are for this port. Owing to 
the wet weather of tlio entire duy,;tlicri3 
was no discharging of airgo, nor will there 
bo any until the rain ceases. Tlie Sussex 
in coming across the Pacific from Yokohama 
experienced some of the heaviest gales she 
has ever passed through, but owing to her 
qualities us an excellent sea boat and the 
careful manner in which slio was handled, 
very little damage was done. I'arls of her 
engines were, of course, loosened and 
knocked about, bub with all hands hard at 

V work for sevet«I hours, yesterday, things 
in the engine room w«re easily put in order. 

When at Yokohama, on their way across 
from Hongkong, the officers of the Sussc:^ 
heard of the remarkable experiences that 
a party of young English and American 
tourists had passed through in a foolbardy 
attempt to climb to the summit of Fusi- 
yuma, the sucred mountain of Japan.^ Five 
English naval officers on leave fell in with 
three Americans, all brothers, named 
Caatloton, from Philadelphia, and together 
thoy formed a plan to climb to the summit 
of the mountain, taking with them roi-kets 
and a. few other fin.'works which they in- 
tended to explode wlion thoy reacheil it. 
After liaving secured two native guides, 
whom they found, after having climbed for 
two days, to know no niuro about niouritaiu- 
coring than they did of algebfa, they started 
on their journey from uniong a group of 
astounded natives of the village of Kalu 
slio, on the west aide of the uioiinUvin. Tlu 
guides, at the end of two days, aiguitiod 
their intention to conuuic suicide if the 
party didn't turn li.irk, and on finding that 
their threat had not the desircil 
clFect, they eahuly walked in front 
of the tourists, and each, with 
a stroke of the sharp " kolo" tluit a Japan- 
ese is never without, disembowelled him- 
self before their horrified eyes. Uoth died 
instantly, and the youngest of tlie Caatlc- 
ton brothers, a boy of eigliteen, immediate- 
ly pulled out a revolver and blew out his 
■ own brains. Saddened and sickened by 
this fearful scene the rest of the party 
turned back and descended the mountain, 
taking with them young Castlcton's body. 
They were forced, however, to leave it be- 
hind after the first day, and, after Lieu- 
tenant Burgoyne, R.N., had repeated the 
burial service of the English church, they 
threw it into a glacier crack several hun- 
dred feet deep and left it there, in the 
strangest grave man over had. After two 
more days of very hard work the party 
again reached level coimtry. 

TIMBER WASTE. 

(Seattle Telegraph.) 
The Canada Lumberman, discussing the 
conservation of forests, speaks in very 
strong terms concerning the waste of tim 
ber. It says : "Probably fifteen times as 
much timber is being destroyed without 
profit to a living soul as is now being 
utilized in the forests of British Columbia 
and VVashinston ; it is a terrible waste, but 
there is no present prospect that it will be 
stopped." Mr. Phillips, forest commissioner 
for tlie province of Ontario, says that after 
thirty years the only supply of good timber, 
as things are going now, will be the South 
ern states, Washington and British Colum 
bia. An unbroken belt of timber extends 
from the mouth of the 8t.Ll»wrence river 
across Quebec and south of Hudson Bay out 
into the prairie country; then it sweeps in a 
great northerly curve westward to the 
Rocky Mountains, and down through the 
passea in this and the Cascade Range to the 
Pacitic Coii.'it, but, excepting what is found 
at the eastern and wes'.ern extremities of 
this belt, the timber has no present comnier 
cial value. 

In the back spruce lands of Maine and 
the Eastern Canadian provinces careful 
forestry ia becoming more general, and the 
results are highly satisfactory. The rule is 
to cut with care, to save all snip.U and grow 
ing trees, and to keep ii rigid look out for 
fires. It ia not too soon to urge upon al' 
persona having the control of timber land 
in this atiite the necessity for tlio adoption 
of similar rules, and especially the hist. 
The amount of timber required in this 
country for annual consumption will in 
crease as jiopulation increases, and a greatly 
augmented export from the Pucilic porta ia 
to be anticipated. At first glance the 
forests of this state seem inexhauHtible; but 

V they are far from it. Fire may not do much 
; Injury to the full-grown tie^ s; but it de- 
stroys the young growth. While much of 

. the timber lands west of the mountains is 
highly adapted for agriculture, there is a 
large ai^a m this state, now heavily wooded, 
which is valuable only as a timber preserve. 
If fire can be kept out of it, a young and 
vigorous growth will be making all the 
time, and if the large trees are cut with 
care, there is no Rood reason why the same 
ground may not be gone over again at not 
very long intervals, although of course the 
second growth would be much smaller than 
that which is now available. If the state 
laws are not sullicieiit to properly protei:t 
the forests from recklessnesH on the par t of 
those using fire for clearing laud, for cam|i 
fires or other legitunale purposea, tliey 
should be so amended as to be made etl'ec- 

... tual. 

THE HliANL) JURY SYSTEM. 

An exchange ob-servcK : "Three of the 
judges in the Northwest Territories declare 
against the grand jury system. Grand 
juries liave never yet been introduced into 
that part of Canada, anil Mr. Justice 
Uijhardson says thiil he is 'Htrongly im- 
pressed with the opinion il.at. the introduc- 
tion of that Hy.'-tein would be not only uude- 
sirablo, but a mi-fortuno. ' No one has ever 
heard of a miscarriage of justice in the 
Northwest duo to the absence of the grand 
jury system or to the fact that ijnbliu pro- 
secutors are given control of criminal cases."

n"No, sir(}f," excliiimt'd niy friend 
•lUick," who i.s ii travoliii",' Kulcsinun fo r 
n Uirge IJroadway imiJorliiig' hoii.se, su ys 
u writer in the. New York Herald, ""you 
don't often catch us druinnier.s ai-ileep. 
We're wide-iiwake to the tricks of most 
all trades, I can tell yon. 

The last time a sliarpor tried to 
down me was at Cleveland^ ^)., a few 
weeks ago. lie tried to work the

VESTAL VIRGINS. 

.'Vlaidcns Who Were Keepers of the Sacreil 
Fire nf Koiiiu. 

Ovid tells US that the first temple of 
\'esta iit Rome was coiistnicted of w;it- 
tled walls and roofed with thatch like 
the primitive huts of the inhabitants. 
1 1 was little other than a circular, cov- 
ered fireplace, says the Cornhill .Maira- 
ziiic, and was tended by tlu" unmarried 
jrirls of the infant cniniiniiiity. It 
served as the public hearth of Komi', 
tiiid (Ui it g-l(jwed, unextiii.L!'uislu d 
throuffluiut the year, the sacred fire 
which was supposed to have been 
hrour,'ht from Troy, and the continuance 
of which was tliou;:ht t(j lie linked with 
the fortunes of the city. 

Tlu' naiac Vesta is believed to be de- 
rived from the same mot as the Sau.'- 
krit was, which means "to dwell, to iii- 
liahit,'' and shows that she was the 
g-oddoss of home, and home had the 
hearth as its focus. A town, a state, is 
but a lar^je family, and what the domes- 
tic liearth was to the house, tlitit the 
tein[d(' of the perpetual lire became to 
the city. lOvery town had its Ve.sl;i or 
common heiii'tli, and the colonies de- 
rived their fire from the mother hearth. 
Should a vestal maiden allow the sacred 
fire to become extinguished she was 
beaten by the grand poiitiH' till her 
lilodd (lowed, and the new lire was sol- 
eiaiily rekindled by rubbinfi-to.'cether of 
dry wood, or by focusing of the sun's 
rays. It mij^ht not be borrowed. The 
circular form and domed roof of Hie 
temples of Vesta were survivals of the 
pri'historic huts of the aborigines, which 
were invariably round. 

Cost of Submnrlno Ciiblos. 

The life of a su))in:irine telegraph 
ctible is from ten to twelve yi!ars. If ti 
cable breaks in deep water after it is 
ti'u years old it cannot be lifted for re- 
pairs, as it will break of its own weight. 
On this account the cable companies are 
prepared to ])ut aside al.-irge reserve fuiul 
in oriU'T to be jirepared to replace their 
ciibles every tenyeiirs. The action of tin; 
seals the great enemy of the subinariiie 
I'able; it eats the iron away so coin- 
)>letely as to turn the outside coating to 
dust or sediment, while the core is still 
intact. The breakage of an ocean cable 
is a very costly accident , owin;,'' to the 
dillieullies to be eiiciiuiitered in repair- 
ing it. 11 often becomes nec(!ssary in 
case of a brealc to charter a ship at five 
hundred dollars per day for several days 
ill succession trying to fix upon the lo- 
cation where the cable has parted. One 
break-afj-c in the Direct. Cable C(nnii;iiiy's 
line a few yetu's ago ccjst t hat syndicate 
one huudi'od and twenty-five thousand 
UoUurs.

Present a New Preposition. 

The city council met in special session, 
last evening, in committee room No. 1, tc 
hear Hon. Amos I)eCosT>ios and other re- 
presental-ivea oi tiie Victoria, Saanich ard 
New West'r railway upon thepropoaitionire- 
ferred to in their communication considered 
at the last regular meeting of the alder- 
manie board. Mig^r Grant presided, and 
the foil council WBs preeout, while the rail- 
way dcleKatkm qncluded Hon. Mr. BeCos- 
n.os., Dr. Milne. M.P.T., Richard Hall, T. 
Norquay, J. H. IBeowiilee and John Keen, 
C. E. 

Mon. Mr. iJoOosmos addressed the meet- 
ing at some length, defining agd exjilainiug 
ti>e fresh pro^sition.'whicb is to replace all 
offers wd arraagenMnta-previoiialy put for- 
^t«.rd. In tho event of its being accepted, 
td>c guarantee will bo given that work shall 
commence at'oaoo and the>road-8hall be in 
operation within two j^ears. 

The new propoailion is outlined in the 
following «xtracL from a draft of by-law 
suLmitted by Mr. 'HeUosmos and his asso- 
ciates : 

1. The said oompi'.ny, if it desires to borrow 
money for the purpose? of conatrnclinK the 
proposed railway and obtaining the benefit of 
the aid intended boiba hereby granted, shall, as 
the work of cunslruotion proceedSi before re- 
sorting to nnj- other moans of securing there- 
paymentof borrowed money, first iasno deben- 
tures to the maounl of ?5t)0,000. iiayablo in '2A 
years from Unto, having interest couoons at- 
tuctied for tie payinoot of the Interest haif- 
yearly, at the rale of four per cent, per annum. 

2. The said doljontu res shall bo secured by a 
mortgage deed, to which the Corporation nhall 
be a partj-, providing for the repayment of the 
principal sum Of fSOO.OOO, and the interest 
thereon at the rate afoi esoid until the said 
principal sum simll be fully .paid by the com- 
pany. 

3. The dcbonUrea so to bo issued as afore- 
Raid. and the inorlKnKe deed securing them 
shall he a liri't preferential claim or charno 
upon the whole of lliu properly, assets, runt.s. 
ai d revonn(,'H of the company, .save and except 
the ferry and tli/! tohs to be derived therefrom. 

i. The CorpOMtioii of the City of Vioinria 
shall guarantee id the debentu'o hoideis'lierc- 

fiayment of the said sum of S,V)0,0(KI, and tho 
ntereat thereon as aforesaid, and for that 
purpose the debentures so to be issued as 
aforesaid, shall ho endorsed na follows : 

7. In the event of the Parliament of Canada 
granting any subnidy, in aid of .the construc- 
tion of said railway, the said company shall do 
all acts and things necessary to enable the 
Corporation of VIc'oria to receive such subsicjy 
from tho noniiiiion (Jovernment. 

8. In case in any one or more years tho Cor- 
poration of lluit'ityof Victoiifi shii 1 not bo 
re(|Uired to luiy tlie interest Knaranlecd hy the 
Bald dcherd iires then the nioooy so rai i-d as 
aforesaid, in the year wnen it. shall not be re- 
tiuired for t ho paynuMU of interust, sli ill bo 
applied to the Kciiond purposes of the Corpora- 
tion. 

11. If on the maturity of tho said debentures 
the said company are able to meet their ob i- 
Kalion witliout Ihu city being compelled to 
luiii its guarantee, the sinkinK fund shall be 
applied as usual in the purchase of any out- 
standing dobentnrosof the Corporation of the 
City of Victoria.

«over her. Our decks were cleared for ac- 
tion, hut noon the olhciala were alongside 
with the most humble apologies for their 
mistake, and the ailair blew over. 

We reached Valparaiso, after having 
steamed t-o Lpiiqui, the day after the Blan 
CO Kncalada was sunk, and our divers im- 
mediately went and investigated the dam- 
age. The torpedo which did the niiscliicf 
was one containing 00 pounds of gun cotton. 
It struck the vessel riglit lieneatli 
the engines, under the armour, and 
knocked an iimncnsi' hole, Iti feet by 11, in 
her bottom. Our divers were the only ones 
who examined the Blanco, and our olllcial 
report on tlie matter was the only one pre- 
paiod. In fact, all through the war we 
have pieparcd extensive and exhaustive 
reports of everything of interest. IJattlcs 
have been described by us, battlefields ex- 
amined, naval conUicts reported to the 
minutest detail and every incident of 
the war from which any lesson of modern 
fighting can be drawn has been chronicled 
fully for the information of our govern- 
ment. 

Everybody on board has taken the great- 
eat interest in the war, and our men have 
relics innumerable in the sluijie of rifles, 
cannon bulls, ic. , to take home with them. 
We have had an exciting time, but are thor- 
oughly glad to get back to Victoria, and are 
really tired of talking about all this Chilian 
business." 

The most important event of 
the whole trip of the Champion was not 
given to the reporter by tho ofBcers ; but 
from other sources it has been learnt that 
three months . ago the Rritish ship St. 
Mary's Bay was leaving Valparaiso for 
Nortliern ports, to load nitrate, when the 
Chilian Government Stepped in and, seizing 
her papers, ordered her to stay in harbor, 
or run tho risk of being fired on. 
They did this because the North- 
ern iiorts had just passed into 
tlie hands of the insurgents. 
However, the St, .Mary's ll iy slijiped her 
anchor one night and got outside the terri- 
torial limit before her escape was discover- 
ed. Then the ( irnernment chased her 
with an ironclad and brought her hack. .-Vt 
once the caiitaiii of tho Champion saw that, i 
however illi-gal her escape, seizing her on 
the high seas was far ninre so, and forthwitli , 
got steam uj), had deck's cleared for ac- ] 
lion and tlie man - of ■ war moveil ! 
majestically alongside the government iron- i 
clad. The British coimriander ordered her ^ 
to leave the St. .Mary Buy immediately, 
and, when this liad been done, took her in j 
tow and led her out to sea again under the j 
frowning liatteries that they expected every ; 
inoiiient would open lire. It was a ticklish 
lime, and a rille shot would have been suf- 
ticiunt to start an engagement. Un returning 
to yiort after taking the aailing ship to sea 
Seeing tliat things still lookeil very threat- 
ening, word was sent from the Champion 
that if a single shot was lired at her she 
Would pidctcd to kIicII the city. The threat 
had the desired ell'ect. 

This incident, us well os a largo number 
of other matters, was cabled to tho Admir- 
alty office immediately on the Champion's 
arrival here, yesterday, and may cause 
some international complication. 

Before leaving Chili, the whole of the 
oliicc'i's of the ship were entertained at a 
magnificent banquet, ^iven in their honor, 
at Santiago, as a mark of appreciation by 
the ( ongressioual leaders of the impartial 
and honorable manner iu which tliey had 
behaved throughout the war.
